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LEADVILLE. 


The Mo-.t Overrated Camp Ever Known- 
Ite Peculer and Unhealthy Climate 
Pneumonia and Lead Polsoning-- 
Poor Mines and Poor Men. 


Correspondence of the N. V. San, 
Leapvitie, Col., May 22.--L-ad- 
ville, Colorado's fair citv of pneumon- 
ja, is unhealthy. Strangers just ar- 
rived at the headquarters of throat 
and lung diseases are astonished to see 
and hear everybody, almost, coughing, 
and with little effort raising great 
quantities of phlegm, The inhabit- 
ants of Leadville claim that the town 
is healthy. In the presence of from 
twelve to thirty sheeted corpses that 
are daily prepared for burial, they, 
with effrontery that is remarkable ar 
untruthfulness begotten by speculatio: 
in carbonate pocket mines, say:“ Whis- 
key killed them,” “Exposure kili 
them.” If among the unfortunate 
ones lying in their rough cothius there 
should be one whose hair is tinged 
with gray, caused by loss of money 
and incessant worry over the where- 
abouts of the pocket on the claim he 
has bought, the men of Leadville say: 
“He was old. It was time for him to 
die.” In the middle of May, with an 
elmost vertical sun pouring its heat in- 
to the streets of this camp, the 
CONDITION OF THE ATMOSPHERE 


is this: Ou the sidewalk exposed to 
the full glare of the suo the heat is un- 
comfortable. People walking there 
open their coats. ey fumble with 
their vest buttons. One by one they 
are unfustened. At length, to escape 
the heat, they cross to the other side 
of the street. The change is as from 
Florida to Iceland. ‘rhe sidewalks 
in the shade are slippery with ice. 
The air is moist and icy, having a pe- 
culiar quality that chills instantly, as 
a plurge into ice water does. Vest 
and coat are quickly buttoned, hands 
thrust ioto the pockets, shoulders ele- 
vated, and the walkers hope no harm 
has been done. Vain hope! Daily 
men meet death by simply crossing 
the streets of this town. Death in 
the form of poeumonis. The whisky 
does not kill them. It is the colds 
caught «after drinkiog it, which ina 
town of moderate altitude could be 
easily cured, that in this ane on the 
carbonates result in death. If a per- 
son addicted to the use of alcoholic 
liquors is attagked by pneumonia, the 
result is 
ALMOST ALWAYS FATAL. 


Another disease that is gradually 
coming into promisence io this town 
is lead poisoning, commonly called 
“leading.” Men who are working 
about the smelters, especially those 
who charge the furaaces with ores, 
are most liable to this direful disease. 
Men who are “leaded” become parti- 
ally paralyzed, and in many cases in- 
sane. There is no escape for the man 
who pursues the work of feeding a 
furnace. Itis question of time only 
when be will be ready for the * 
and probably the undertaker. hy 
will wen accept work of this health 
and life-destroyiog character?

THE MINES ARE POISONOUS, 
men working io them being subject to 
arsenical poisoning. This camp, this 
famous camp, is the most overated the 
world ever saw. The frands of Fra- 
zier River, of Peace River, of Koote- 
nay River, of Sun River, are nothing 
in comparison. Ia placer mines (the 
only mining the poor man should en- 
gage in) money is plentiful, and th» 
miners, though rough, are bound to- 
gether sympatheticaliy. They do not 
allow their comrades to die of starve. 
tion or disexse, unattended, like brutes. 
In this camp on the carboaates, the 
men, ground down by want, by cold, 
by huoger, by the poverty of the 
mines, are hard and cold toward one 
ancther. With indifference they see 
their comrades die. They are too 
poor to help them if they wished to. 


THE POPULATION r LEADVILLE 


is about 45,000. Most of these men 
are young. They cume to this camp 
to work ia the hope of bettering their 
condition. The streets are crowded 
with men in search of work. Daily 
great gangs of men wander from mine 
to mine, Rom shelter to shelter, ask- 
ing for employment. Noue is to be 
had. The a American is of no 
use in a mine. ally they returu to 
town, hungry and discouraged, and 
the little they may have is apt 
to be ex for mean whiskey or 
at the gambling tables. So numer- 
ous are the unemployed that the mine 
managers are talkiog cf reducing the 
wages of the miners. Of the 45,009 
men here, about 10,000 are employed 
in the mines; 35,000 men are doing 
nothing to earn a living. So lc 
there are very many 6 eepers, 
boarding-house keepers, and blers.
